INDEPENDENCE DAY 
July 4 

July ig always remarkable in 
Shanghai ag the month in which 
are celebrated the national holi- 
days of two of the major com- 
munities in Shanghai—the 
American and the French, in 
that order. They are both’ out- 
ling because of the charac- 
teristic note of rejoicing which 
is struck, appearing to be more 
whole-hearted and more thorough 
than similar festivals of most of 
the other nationalities, due, 
probably, as much as anything to 
'@ hospitable desire to include as 
many others in the festivities as 
care to join. To-day is Inde- 
pendence Day, anniversary. of 
the midsummer occasion when 
there was promulgated that 
instrument which not only 
levelled a bitter indictment 
against the stupidities of an 
alien king of England, and his 
short-sighted advisers,’ but voi 
ed the divorce of many an othe 
wise loyal colonist from his 
motherland. Perhaps alittle 





























too much is made of the faults 
of the Hessian George, but i 
nevertheless undisputable hii 
tory that England was not 


unanimously behind this war on 
her sons across the water, an¢ 
that the dying words of the 


immortal Pitt denounced the 
hostilities, which led to the 
separation, in terms rendered all 
the more’ impressive by | the 


immediate fatal sequel to him- 
self. ‘The battle for indepen- 
dence was fought with that 
Ditterness which so often signa- 
Vises civil war. Fratrieidal hate, 
‘once transformed into the overt 
act of mutual murder, isa 
hideous thing upon which to 
Took, It leaves a rankling in the 
heart which often requires 
generations to eliminate; and 
often when the last reek of battle 
has been swept away in the 
gentle breeze of peace, there still 
remains those smouldering ashes 
which seem to keep alive by rea- 
son of their own ungenerous heat, 
Fortunately even they cannot 
endure for ever, and though in 
such matters ‘Time is a slow 
healer, the wounds do eventually 
close, the breaches are ulti 

ly bridged and the sharpne 
memory dulled by a more perfect 
understanding. 

‘That is ag well for the world 
at large. If every country were 
concerned morely in  Keoping 
alive remembrance of | the 
wrongs it had suffered, there 
would long have been an’ end_to 
mutual endeavour for the com- 
mon good, and in its place a 
fierce, bitter individual nation- 
alism’ would have reigned. It is 
possible for tho nations, proud 
in their loyalty to their own 
ideals, to live together in unity, 
Shangliai is a shining proof, of 
the fact. ‘There may 
have been, times when communi- 
ties here have not seen exactly 
eye to eye on certain questions, 
but the sweet spirit of rei 
ableness and conciliation ha: 
invarlably led to adjustments 
which have merged sectional 
nationalisms into an inter- 
national civic pride, ‘The same 
process is at work in the world 
at large. Tt may not at the 
moment seem a very impressive 
fact. Indeed it may seem that: 
the discussions in London are 
amounting to little else than the 
enunciation of the 
and intentions of 
countries there represented. But 
until the points of view of every’ 
nation are thoroughly _under-| 
stood, until the causes for mutual 
suspicion are assessed at, their 
proper value, it is manifestly 
impossible that much progress 
can be made towards the goal 
which the conveners of the World| 
Economie Conference have in 
mind. ‘Thus there may be some 
impatience at the heavy footed 
progress which is being made in 
London at the present moment,

Shanghai has, in 
effect, said that it does not mind 
stubilisation of silver at a higher 
price than is at present ruling 
provided the process is natural

ise of commodity prices. London 
lappears to concede Shanghai’ 
prescribed conditions, but 
clearly attracted by the prospect 
lof dearer silver from which it 
derives visions of a more active 
import market in China, Homage 
must be paid to the pertinacity 

liver interests which, 
baulked in one direction, ha 
inot hesitated to make approach 
jin another for the purpose of 
inducing the important arbiters 
lof the world’ ieial destiny 
to spare a special glance of 
compassion on the plight of 
silver-producers. The City Editor 
lof “The Times’ is not won over

raising the price of silver in the 
respectable garb of solicitude for 
improved standards of living. 
To this there can be little objec- 
tion in itself but uneasiness is 
fapt to develop at signs of a 
desire to treat the price of silv 
las if it were a problem apart 
from the general question of 
the rise of commodity valu 
"Hot house” industrialisation of 
China is certainly to be deplored, 
but the London comments appear 
to overlook the fact that the 
feature of China’s present trade 
returns is the marked balance 
inst her. In other words in- 
lerease in her exports rather than 
her imports is what she re- 
quires. Moreover increased in- 
Jdustrialisation usually involv 
lan increase in purchasing power 
which is highly desirable for 
China seeing that, with one-third 
lof the world’s population, she 
[consumes only 5 per cent. of the 
world’s products, 

While stabilisation of the 
currencies all the world over 
is a much-desired boon and one 
in which China may be said to 
take a special interest, it would 
be regrettable if efforts were 
made to raise the price of silver 
by intensive action at this junc- 



























































ture. ‘The prompt protests of 
ithe Shanghai merchants and 
bankers against the reported 


plan for an artificial increase 
showed where danger was per- 
ceived. Although the depreci: 

tion of the Chinese currency in 
recent years in terms of gold has 
had its difficulties for many 
interests here, it is generally 
recognised that the mere fact 
that the mexican dollar has not 
been pegged to gold has been a 
iree of protection to China 
inst some of the worst asperi- 
ties of the prevailing depression. 
‘The inhabitants of China, con- 
jcerned only with the relation of 
ithe dollar to indigenous. com- 
Imodities, have experienced none 
lof those violent fluctuations in 
ithe cost of living which have so 
seriously embarrassed other 
jcountries. Trade is stagnant 
Jand what little activity, exists 
‘would be probably checked if

If a policy of enhanc- 
ing. the ‘price of silver by arti- 
ficial means weke attempted, 
there would be a grave danger 
\6f further retarding the export 
lof China’s agricultural products, 
‘The so-called industrialisation of 
the country is not proceeding at 
such a rate that it can be said 
lvet to constitute the competitive 
menace rightly apprehended by 
ithe City Editor of “The Times.” 
A marked rise in the value of 
the dollar here would theoreti: 
jeally lead to an increase in the 
standard of living but the influx 
lof foreign imports thus expected 
would, “in all probability, be 
lseverely restricted by reason of 
ithe greater need for stimulation 
lof exports in order to redres 
the increased balance of trade 
lagainst China, 

Those who airily picture 
China as a huge market for the 
labsorption of the world’s ove 
production cannot ignore tl 
fact that imports can be paid for 
lonly by exports. Just now when 
[China's currency is low, her im- 
ports are still dangerously in 
lexcess of her exports.

Although the 
proceedings were fareieal enough 
from the point of view of re- 
leognised methods of judicial 
procedure elsewhere, it must be 
conceded that the. Soviet au- 
ithorities did their best to 
Jcliminate some of the more 
blatant absurdities of previous. 
political trials. For instance 
[Russians themselves were sur- 

ised at the strength of the 
ldefence—perfunctory and feeble 
jas it might appear to British 
ritics—put up by the five coun- 
sels selected from the Collegium 
lof Defence. It is true that these 
barristers had access to the 18 
files relating to the accused laid 
lon the table of the Court but 
lonly in turn during the proceed- 
ings. No copiex were available 
lexcept to the prosecuting 
lcounsel. ‘The indictment in 73 
pages of Russian text was handed 
to the accused only 72 hours 
before the trial began. In that 
short time there was not the 
slightest ‘chance of mastering 
it; even the work of translation 
could be but imperfectly ac- 
complished. Of course the real 
trial tiad been by that “fiahing” 
inquiry conducted by the Ogpu 
fin all the best manner of the 
highly developed technique of 
third degree” examination. ‘The 
lopen trial was mainly a dramatic 
production which really failed 
to “get across” because of the 
ldoubts which assailed the Soviet 
lauthorities after the outcry in 
[Great Britain and the protests of 
the British Government had 
taken effect. Subsequently the 
verdict and sentences become 
merely part of the preservation 
lof Soviet prestige. It is satis- 
factory therefore to note that M. 
Litvinoff has had the wisdom and 
the adroitness to extricate his 
lcountry from an untenable posi- 
tion. Perhaps out of a sorry 
farce good may come. Russian 
lenthusiasts will realise _ that 
there is a limit to the credulity 
which they can exploit. ‘The 
Russian Government may feel 
that so long as it remembers 
certain elementary. principles of 
international conduct its own 
internal dispositions will not 
come under foreign serutiny.

‘tools of Mr. Baldwin's investerate 
lenemies in Fleet Street. Un- 
fortunately the prestige which 
they have hitherto managed to 
maintain has led astray a lerge 
section . of Conservatives who 
will, it is to be hoped, realise the 
folly of their action. 

Mr. Churchill and his chief 
associate, in thundering against 
what they mistakenly describe 
las the application of a democra- 
tic constitution to India, fall 
back themselves ‘on demagogy 
of the worst kind, Mr. Churehill's 
record is chiefly remarkable for 
the number of ministerial offices 
he has held and not for its 
successes in actual administra 














tion. He has been connected 
with certain gambles which 
failed. He is gifted with a 


brilliant pen which has enabled 
him to explain away his failures 
by blaming other people, He 
has conveniently ignored. the 
fact that he himself was respon- 
sible for the policy which he is 
now attacking. He has conviet- 
Jed himself of gross ignorance in 
suddenly discovering the trend of 
that policy. Lord Lloyd has 
acquired a deserved reputation 
for effective administration 
which would have stood the test 
jot time's verdict with more 
assured success if he had not 









jendeavoured to it in 
ithe panoply of what is known as 
ithe “strong may Popular 
jacclaim of the world’s strong 


men isan ephemeral quality. 
Lord Lloyd is: the only Indian 
ladministrator now opposing the 
Government's proposals — with 
jactual knowledge of the working 
jof the existing Constitution. It 
cannot be said that he worked 
it with any degree of cordial- 
ity. If he has left Bombay a 
splendid legacy’ in the Sulckur 
arrage which bears his name 
he can also claim to have done 
little to further the progress of 
lconstitutional Government, ag 
hhis successors have found to 
their cost. Later in Egypt he 
proved that the “strong man” 
theory is equivocally expressed 
by administrative actions which 
jundermine policy. Indeed no 
two men ean claim less authority 
for passing judgment on. the 
indian situation. The traditional 
Conservative view of trusting 
the man on the ‘spot has been 
rejected by them for imputing 
to the man on the spot dishonesty 
of purpose and for ignoring the 
overwhelming consensus of opi 
nion developed among Europeans 
in India in support of the main 
principles of the Government's 
Policy. “It is amazing to observe 
the breakdown of the morale of 
jeertain retired officials who have 
lent their weight to this danger- 
lous agitation which has now re- 
jeeived so salutary a check by 
the vote of the Conservative 
Council. This does not imply a 
belief that the White Paper is 
sacrosanct for otherwise tl 
Joint Parliamentary Committe 
Habours would be purely perfunc. 
tory. Nor does it imply dis: 
regard of the complexity of the 
task awaiting the diroctors of the 
future Indian constitution. It is 
inspired solely by regret that 
men who have served India and 
the Empire well should adopt the 
methods of the irresponsible in- 
transigent instead of lending the 
invaluable aid of their informed 
jeriticism and matured advice to 
fhe Joint Parliamentary’ Commit- 
ee.

Hankow Machine Forced Down 
by Fog 


Shanghai, June 29. 


Forced down by fog, yesterday's 
Jairmail plane. to. Hankow became 
waterlogged on the surface of the 
Yangtze, and nearly an hour of bal- 
jing was necessary before it could 
rise again. 

‘Hard work was carried out by the 
Chinese co-pilot of the aeroplane 
land by the solitary passenger, Dr. 
Howard Barrie, before the machin 
Iwas lightened sufficiently to take off 
rom the river, Then it was flown 
back to Shang 

Despite yesterday's experience, 
Dr. Barrie will leave for Kiukiang 
by" this morning’s airmail, He is 
lon his way to Kuling for a stay of 
two, months. 

"The aeroplane, piloted by Mr. 
Norris, took off from Lunghua air- 
port at 8.20 am, a little later than 
fusual, bound for Nanking. Follow- 
ing the line of the Yangtze as usual, 
the machine had a good run until 
[90 miles, of about an hour's flight, 
before reaching Nanking. 

‘Then a thick bank of fog was 
seen ahead. Taking in the situation 
jwith a careful eye, the pilot decided 
hat the best thing to do was to 
Jcome down on the surface of the 
river and to wait until the visibility 
‘improved. 

Te was at about 9.50 a.m. that the 
machine came down, and for 25 
minutes it waited. Then the pilot 
fopened up the engine, and started 
to taxi along the surface. ‘To. his 
surprise the plane refused to attain 
more than half its usual speed on 
the surface. 

‘A horrid suspicion crept across 
the mind of the pilot, and he told 
hhis co-pilot quickly ' to examine 
the body of the machine. Lifting 
up_a flap in the floor, he found a 
foot of water below. ‘The body of 
the aeroplane had sprung a leak. 

‘Using a small hand pump, the 
co-pilot_made little impression ot 
the volume of water. Dr. 
then’ took a hand, using a large 
euspidor was in the pas- 
Senger cabin, and in half an hour 
the two. had’ reduced the water to 
four inches.

Kaifeng, June 18. 
During recent months, branch 
Jofices of the Hupeh Special Goods 
(Opium) Bureau were established 
leverywhere in Honan in an attempt 
‘to sell that product in this province. 
‘On account of the fact the price of 
local opium and opium coming from|

here. As a result, Mr, Li Chih-pei 
lcommissioner of the Honan branch 
lof the Hupeh Special Goods Bureau, 
fwas removed from office. ‘The! 
[charge preferred against him is his 
ack of salesmanship although he 
undoubtedly did his level best. His. 
method, according to travellers! 
from Chenchow (on the junction of

‘Of the remaining of ¥.6,500,000, 
sum of '¥.2,500,00. will ‘be paid 
in eash on July 20, while ¥.4,000,000 
willbe paid in, August in bonds re- 
ficemable, within tweniy years and 
bearing interest at the vate of 3.3 
per cent, per annum.

‘Tibetan villages in the hope of join- 
ing up with some passing caravan 
which has an armed escort, and ours 
was furnished with two guns carri- 
ed sometimes by two braves. » We 
how numbered fifteen persons, in- 
‘luding one native woman, These 
travellers, many of them opiuny dea- 
Ters, carry money with them and 
the country we were getting into 
now ‘was the rendezvous of some 
wild robbers. At the time, however, 
the country’ was perfectly safe a 
General Den in Tachienlu, had bis 
Tolos out on the hills shooting deer 
and ‘wild gam ‘passed several 
los, en 

















bands of furnished with 
some twenty dogs, out hunting deer. 

‘The dogs are well trained, being’ 
Drought here from  Chien-chai 
and the Lolos are crack shots. We 
met some of them in the city who| 
recognised us so. we stopped to 
have a chat with them. ‘Though 
wild and boisterous they’ ave very. 
friendly when you get to know them. 
We met a party that had shot two 
magnificent deer which they had 
taken down to Tachienlu, In hunt 
ing they deploy out ‘along the 
valley, several ‘accompanying the 
dogs and a number keeping to the 
river bank, Apparently the deer 
‘when elvsed in will ‘jump’ the dogs 
and tae to the river. Here they 
feel quite safe till spotted by the 
Lolos on the bank. 

A Choice Morsel 

‘This is indeed an excellent diver-| 
sion for the Lolo soldier on the| 
frontier. In one day we  would| 
sometimes pass three and four bands | 
with their pack of dogs. They seem-| 
ed in no hurry an ‘quietly| 
‘smoking their pipes when we pass-

Camp in Snowstorm 


Late in the afternoon a heavy’ 
snowstorm came on so we deci 
to camp in the forest on our left. 
Tt was snowing too heayily for| 
tents but we had the partial shelter| 
of some friendly pines. After the 
yak were unloaded three enormous 
camp fires brightened up the sur- 
rounding forest, The four ulay_ and 
ourselves had one fire, the Chinese 
escort and several travellers, 
another; and our old Tibetan teacher 
and Perfection a third. When the 
camp fires were in full blaze there 
Nas some measure of, comfort from 
now heavily falling snow.

‘Sufficient unto the day is| The 


fuel for our large camp fire. Very 
soon the pot was boiling and as the 
shadows lengthened into darkness 
We sat around the fire with snow 
falling onus and enjoyed a fine 
supper of chicken, bread, and tea. 

‘The Tibetan bays know how 
‘make a forest camp. Pine branches 
‘were ‘from neighbouring 
Trees, spread on the ground near 
the fire, and on this we placed our 
bedding, covering it with an oil-cloth 
ts a protection from the snow. 
Very soon there was quietness 
the forest and we concluded that all 
hhad gone to sleep. 

‘Snow fell during the night and 
this must have given additional 
warmth to our cory bed. Early 
next morning we shook the snow 
from our covering while Perfection 
prepared our cup of coffee. After 
Breatefast the yak were loaded and 
we started out for the foot of the 
Dapao. We were now rising to- 
‘wards 14,000 ft. with a steep elim> 
of 2,000 ft, before us, Walking 
now’ dificuit as we had both snow 
‘tnd altitude to contend with. 

Mountaineering on Balls 

Evidently the custom at Chong- 
gu is to provide the traveller with 
Tibetan viding bulls. I had never 
ridden’ a bull before, nor he 
the Iady"member of the party 30 
the experience to both of us was 
quite new and novel. We had 
mounted them the previous, day and 
found them quiet and docile. We 
now began the climb in earnest; 
four of us riding bulls with five yak 
making the pace. At times the 
path led sheer up the face of the 
mountain with @ dangerous pre- 
ipice below us. We made a right 
‘angle bend in our final climb to the 
top and it was this bend which 
formed the precipice, It is™some- 

mee, nice and comforting. to see 
the place where you might land, but 
this "was kindly hidden from’ our 
sight. We were now cutting a 
virgin path through several feet of 







































fresh snow, rently mo one 
knowit yy where the path lay. 
The interpreter’s. brother, 


however, knew the direction up the| 
ice of the mountain so he plough- 
‘ed. the snow in front of the yak. 
‘After three hours steady climbing 
the weleome cairn could be seen 
hundreds of feet above us; and the 
sight of Rebekah meant no more to|

‘ed, commodious, and very comfort- 
‘able. They were occupied by the 
couriers in the old days and the 
courier's wife made it her business 
to keep the home fire burning. No 
matter when the weary traveller 
arrived there was always a cup of 
warm butter-tea on the hob and 
‘2 comfortable place to spread one’ 

bed. It was most unfortunate that| 
these fine houses were maliciously 
destroyed. The | Republic has a 
‘great task before it along the 
frontier and throughout the prov- 
ince of Hsikang. Fortunately there 
is plenty of wood along the border| 
anda rest house built in the style 
‘of a log cabin would be convenient!

YANGTZE FLOOD 
SITUATION 


Government Dykes Stand 
The Test 


Shanghai, July 1. 

The following statement on the 
present Yangtze flood situation has 
been prepared for the National 
Economic Council by Col. G. G. 
Stroebe, Consulting Chief Engineer 
of its ‘Kianghan  (Hankow).En- 
Binee jureau, ‘The statement 
Fead 

‘The dykes along the Yangtze 
that were. recons by. the 
National Flood Relief Commission 
in 1982 have been already thorough. 
1y ested thie"yent and no caren of 
failure of these dykes have been 
reported. 

‘A number of instances of failure 
of, small farmer” and community 
dykes have been brought to notice, 
‘but ‘these dykes are all. seconda 
dykes protecting ‘relatively small 
‘ureas and are to be distinguished 
from the substantial “dykes” that 
‘the Flood Commission constructed. 

‘The latter dykes were built along 
the shores of the Yangtze, and its 
major ‘tributaries; they were con 
structed in locations” subject to 
reat wave-wath and, erosion and 

we uniformly stood the test. That 
‘this test has been severe this year 
ig evident from the fact. that at 
Kiukiang the river height is within 
approximately one foot of the 1931 
high: water record.

A Fine Day's Run 


Completing her third trip in three 
years between Shanghai and Na 
‘aki, the 20-ton local yacht Chelidon 
zeturned on June 27, making fast 
to her moorings below” Riverside 
Power Station at 5 am, 

Deseribed, as “an excellent. trip, 
full of thrills and varied by almost 
‘every type of weather which it is 
possible to obtain at sea,” the return 
Journey was made in just six hours 
under ‘a Week. Hove to one day in 
a roaring gale and motionless in a 
dead calm the next day, with @ run 
of 1724 ‘miles in 24 hours towards 
the end°of the journey, such were 
some of the experiences of the yacht.

In Norman times the castle in 
England played an important 
part in the consolidation of the 
country under the invading 
dynasty. To-day ruins of castles 
testify but faintly to this bygone 
worth. Some castles remain as. 
country mansions—few and far 
between and likely to disappear 
before the advance of taxation 
requirements, William I en- 
couraged his followers to build 
castles for their own protection 
and to strengthen law and order. 
‘The two centuries during which 
the castle remained a, definite 
military asset saw a revlusion in 
royal ‘policy. To protect the 
Crown against the defiance of 
truculent barons the right | to 
own a castle was regulated. For 
in the time of King Stephen 
it was estimated that over 
1,100 unauthorised (“adulterine”) 
castles were to be found in 
England. Some, especially _ in 
East Anglia, were built on the 
remains of old, earthworks 
thrown up by the Saxons to pro- 
tect themselves against the 
Danish invaders. To-day many 
‘an English country scene draws 
much of its charm from the 
picture of the ivy-mantled round 
towers perched on the top of a 
gentle eminenice which maternal- 
ly looks down on a red-roofed 
hamlet’ decorously displaying 
modern contraptions such as 
wireless, electric light wires 
railway ‘sidings as modestly 
possible. oes 


Of truculent barons none was 
more truculent than Roger Bigod, 
5th Earl of Norfolk. He had 
castles in Suffolk at Framling- 
ham, Mettingham and Bun, 
His’ ancestor Roger Bigod had 
laid the foundations of the 
family fortunes in the eleventh 
century. Hugh Bigod the second 
gon of the older Roger became 
the first Earl of Norfolk and, 
incidentally, inherited large 
Anglian states from his brother 
William, Hugh Bigod was the 
man who set the note for Bigod 
truculence. He fought for King 
Stephen against Matilda and so 
won his Earldom but after 
espousing the King’s cause in th 
Battle of Lincoln he deserted 
and became an independent 
feudal ruler. He was unlucky 
when fe attempted to maintain 
this position against Henry II 
for in the revclt of 1173, when 
the firat and greatest Plantagenet 
monarch was confronted by an 
invasion from Scotland and a 
naval attack from Flanders, 
Hugh rashly attempted to 
imitate his fellow barons, Roger: 
Mowbray in Yorkshire and 
Ferrars, Earl of Derby in the 
Midlands, by flying the flag of 
revolt in the Eastern counties. 

Henry was too much for hi 
Hugh Bigod was defeated and dé 
prived of his castles and allowed 
to retire to Palestine but, with 
characteristic magnanimity, 
his King allowed him to keep his, 
estates and his title, So his son 
Roger duly became the second 
Earl and, when he also quarrelled 
with the’ King, managed to keep 
on the right side of Coeur-de- 
Lion who, on becoming Richard 
T confirmed in his earldom. In 
‘the Magna Charta the name of| 
Roger Bigod duly appears as one 
of the barons who forced John 
to sign that document. And East. 
ja attributes to that Roger 
Bigod the bitter but proud 
lament when pressed hard by

Bungay Castle had been hand- 
ed over to the first Roger Bigod, 
father of the first Earl of Nor- 
folk, by William the Conqueror 
sin 1075 in reward for services at 
Hastings. ‘The popular notion 
‘that Bigod is derived from an 
oath is not usually held to be 
correct. A less exciting theory 
is that it is really Bidgood, or 
“pray well” and therefore a sign 






























































lof piety most foreign to the 
characters of those _Bigods 
whose names stand in history. 
Jin the eleventh century the 
sea came right up to Bungay 
which is now twenty miles from| 
Yarmouth Beach or rather the 
Waveney, like the Orwell at 
Ipswich to-day, was tidal up to 
that town which was named 
Good Island” by combination of 
the Norman “bon” and the 
Saxon “ay.” 


Hence lay the strength of the 
family which held Bungay 
Castle and its twin at Metting- 
ham about four miles distant. 
[Tradition has it that the two 
lwere connected by an  under- 
ground passage but candour 
compels the admission that there 
is no trace of this thrilling feat 
jof engineering. So the 5th Earl 
who, as already noted, was also 
named Roger was ready to argue 
the point with Edward I over 
the ‘little matter of going to 
France in service of his King. 
‘This Roger may indeed be said 
to have anticipated certain 
(Oxford Undergraduates of this 
century. To him King Edward 
said “By God, Sir Earl, you'll 
either go or hang” and instantly 
received the retort: ‘By God, 
Sir King, I'l neither go nor 
hang.” Nor did he; in fact with 
Humphrey Bohun, Earl of Here- 
ford, Roger Bigod, Earl of Nor- 
folk, forcibly prevented the 
jcollection of funds for the 
French campaign and compelled 
Edward I to confirm the charters 
lin 1279 and 1301. The Crown 
had the last laugh though. On 
Roger Bigod’s death in 1306, 
there was no heir to the Earldom | 
jand estates of Norfolk which 
passed into the King’s poss 


























Although Framlingham (wich 
hag been wonderfully preserved 
jand is being partly restored by 
the Government) was the 
Bigod’s chief castle, Bungay had 
no little game. The town itself 
ig to-day almost the only one in 
England to possess still the office 
lof Town Reeve instead of the 
modern style of Mayor. The 
Town Reeve enters office yearly 
jon November 9 and he is support. 
fed by a body of feoffees whose 
duties are by no means onerou: 
for the work of municipal 
government is really done by the 
Urban District Council. How- 
fever the Town Reeve wears a 
historic badge and is a town: 
man of distinction.

to his son Hugh is a matter of 
lsome doubt, because there is a 
tradition which attributes the 
building of a castle on th 
to the later Roger of the reign of 
King Stephen. But generally it 
is agreed that the preservation 
lof these ruins is worthy of con- 
sideration. ‘The present owner 
lof the Castle is, of course, the 
Duke of Norfolk, for the present 
Norfolk titles come through the 
Mowbray family in whose favour 
ithe earldom was revived in the 
fourteenth céntury. 

It is quaint to think of this 
battered relic of feudal might 
still in the possession of a duke, 
but yet tueked away with its 
gardens in the precincts of a 














jcountry hotel. This is what the 
Town Reeve of Bungay has re 
ported on his activities of late 





“Nothing now remained but for 
me to write a personal letter 
direct to. the Duke. In. this I 
brought ‘to his notice the. very 
neglected condition of Bungay 
Castle, ‘which many of us would 
be glad to help. to. remedy if 
opportunity could be given. After 
cutlining the negotiations 1 had 
hhad with his representatives and 
the correspondence with the Ofice 
of Works und the Suffolk Institute 
of Archaology, I continued, We 
wish that you’ could find oppor- 
tunity to sce the present condition 
of your property, of which I have 
hada’ number’ ot photographs 
taken to show its present state of 
neglect. The castle to-day can 
only be reached by permission 
hrough the hotel yard. Inside
